THE CHILL OF DEATH. 

At6o’clock last evening, without any as- 
signable cause, Mr. Davis was seized with a 
congestive chill which seemed to absolutely 
crush the vitality out of his already enfeebled 
body. So weak was Mr. Davis that the vio- 
lence of the assault soon subsided for lack of 
vitality upon which to prey. From that mo- 
ment to the moment of his death the history 
of his case was that of a gradual sinking. 

At7o’clock Mrs. Davis administered some 
medicine, but the ex-President declined to 
receive the whole dose. She urged upon him 
the necessity of taking the remainder, but 
putting it aside, with the gentlest of gest- 
ures, he whispered, Pray excuse me. 
These were his last words. Gradually he 
grew weaker and weaker, but never for an in- 
stant seemed to lose bis consciousness. Lying 
peacefully upon his bed and without a trace 
of pain in bis look he remained for hours. 
Silently clasping and tenderly caressing his 
wife’s hand, with undaunted Christian spirit 
he awaited the end.

At the outset jellies, 
fruits and all manner of invalids’ delicacies 
were proffered, until Mrs. Davis was com- 
pelled to declinethem.

„ Arranging for the Funeral. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 6.—In response to 
the proclamation of Mayor Shakspeare, a 
number of representative citizens assembled 
in the Mayor’s parlor at the City Hall this 


afternoon to arrange for the funeral of the late 
Jefferson Davis. It was agreed that the 
body, which has been embaimed, 
be removed from the residence of Mr. 
Payne to- night to the City Hall, where it will 
remain until Wednesday next in charge ofa 
uniformed guard of honor composed of mem- 
bers of the Associations of Confederate Vet- 
erans, assisted bythe military. This action 
is taken in order to enable citizens 
from every section of* the South to 
attend the funeral. It Is expected that 
many volunteer military organizations will 
attend iu a body, Gov. Nicholls of this State, 
having been notified of Mr. Davis’ death, will 
issue a proclamation advising that all bus- 
iness be suspended on Wednesday next, 
the day of the funeral. Mr. Davis’ remains 
will be deposited temporarily iu the vault of 
oneof the Associations of Confederate Vet- 
erans. The meeting appointed an Executive 
Committee who will attend tothe details of 
the funeral. 


Gov. Lowry’s Action. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Dec. 6.—Upon receipt 
of news of the death of Hon. Jefferson Davis 
Gov. Lowry of Mississippi telegraphed that 
the State officers would attend the funeral in 
a body. Public meetings will be held at 4 p. 
m., at which the Governor will preside. The 
State House is draped in mourning and a life- 
size portrait of Mr. Davis is exposed in front 
ofthe Capitol. The flag on the State- House 
is at half-mast, bells tolling and public busi- 
ness partially suspended. 


No Action Taken at the War Office. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6.—The War 
Department up to noon to-day has not offi- 
cially beer informed ofthe death of Jefferson 
Davis and has taken no action with respect to 


it. A large oil painting of the deceased hangs 
on the wall of the Chief Cierk’s room, which 
immediately adjoins the office of the Secre- 
tary. It is surrounded by portraits of other 
ex-Secretaries. It bears the following in- 
scription: ‘‘Jefferson Davis, Secretary War 
1853-57; Pierce’s Administration. 

awe was no crape about thejportrait and the 

Raf over the building, which has always been 
half-masted on the death of an ex-Secretary, 
to-day floats in a good breeze from its usnal 
place at the top of the staff. Sec- 
retary Proctor was seen this morning 
and asked what course the Department 
would pursue in regard to Mr. 
Davis’ death. Hesaid: ‘‘I see no occasion 
for any action whatever. It would subserve 
no good purpose thatican see. It is better 
to let the matterrestin oblivion, sleep if it 
will, and to relegate ittothe past, than to do 
anything that would revive memoriee best 
forgotten.’’ 

Several army officers, in talking about the 
case, approved the Secretary’s determination 
to ixnore the matter and said there was really 
no other course to take in view of the fact 
that the — —. of Jefferson Davis has 
neyer been restored.

He was, said Mr. Murphy, a nervous, 
energetic 8 eaker, and very impressive. He 
spoke rapidly and forcibly and as if he were 
thoroughly in earnest. This earnestness and 
force made him highly effective. He was a 
leading man in the Senate and gave 
everyone who saw him the impres- 
sion that he was a born leader. 
He was not a demagogue and 
would always take the unpopular side of any 
question when he believed he was right. In 
bis speeches in the Senate he was not nearly 
so out-spoken a secessionist as his col- 
league, Brown of Mississippi. Brown ap- 
peared to tear that Davis would stand better 
with the eople of Mississippi than 
himself, and for that reason took a very 
radial tone in his Southern speeches. But 
when the time for secession came he could 
not make a farewell address. Brown burst 
into tears in the office of the Secretary of the 
Senate and sald he couldn’t do it. he gal- 
leries were crowded with young men and 
boys when Davis made his farewell 
address. Davis was the leader of the 
South and Judah P. Benjamin was ite orator. 
Those were exciting times, but there was 
never such ascene as when Benjamin made 
his farewell speech. The galleries were 
packed, and when Benjamin ended by saying: 
‘The South willinever surrender, never, never 
never!’ handkerchiefs were waved and 
thrown into the Senate chamber, and there 
was an outbreak such asI have never seen in 
the Senate.’’ 

Speaking of Mr. Davis’ personal qualities, 
Mr. Murphy said that he was courteous and 
kind to all. He gave strangers,’’ said 
Murphy, ‘‘the impression that he was — 
served and unapproachable, but this was not 
so. His quick, nervous temperament made 
him easily nettled, and when he was dis- 
turbed he woula sometimes make a sharp 
retort, but would apologize for it the next 
moment. He stood very high in the estima- 
tion of Senators on both sides of the cham- 
ber. His long and varied service and his 
practice of entertaining gave him a wide ac- 
quaintance. In those days mostof the Sena- 
tors and Representatives lived in board- 
ing-houses. Money was not abundant and 
many of them lived in quarters which 
they would not now occupy. Davis, Sil- 
dell andafew others were the only Southern 
men who kept house andthey entertained 
in a luxurious manner for those days, 
although it would not be thought so now. 
lrecollect particularly how kind Mr. Davis 
was to all the employes about the Senate. 
He knew them all personally and would ask 
after them and after their families when they 
hadany. He complimented the stenographic 
reports of the Senate. He was a favorite with 
all the employes for another reason, and that 
was because he would always endeavor to 
secure extra compensation for them. 

Several years ago, Mr. Murphy wrote to 
Mr. Davis in regard to two pictures which a 
friend had secured ata sale of the collection 
of a picture dealer named Lamb. The his- 
tory of the pictures made it probable that 
they had belonged to Mr. Davis. A letter from 
him was received by Mr. Murphy, in which he 
said thatthe pictures had been stolen from 
him and that he had had too much experience 
with jplilage during the war to buy back his 
property twice. 


An Eventful Life. 


Mr. Davis was penniless when released from 
Fortress Monroe after the endof the war. 
Everything he had owned wasgone. Friends 
assisted him and he went to live in Memphis 
where he was President of an insurance com- 


pany. That failed in 1878 and in that year his 
son died of yellow fever. Within u very 
short time a Mrs. Dorsey died leaving 
her plantation to Mr. Davis. This plantation 
includes 900 acres on the Guif coast, midway 
between Mobile and New Orleane, and is 
known as Beauvoir. This was his home in 
later years. 

He was born June 8, 1808, in Todd County, 
Ky., eighty-one years and six months ago. He 
was born in the cabin of a pioneer. When he 
Was W his father removed to Wood- 
ville in Wilkinson County, Miss., where, asa 
cotton-planter, Samuel Davis prospered. 

Jefferson Davis was sent to Transylvania 
College in Kentucky when he was 15 years old, 
but had been there only a short time when 
his father’s friends secured from President 
Monroe his appointment to West Point. He 
graduated in 1828, served inthe Black Hawk 
wars, married a daughter of Gen. Zachary 
Taylor, resigned from the army and went to 
cotton planting near Vicksburg. 

HIS ENTRANCE INTO POLITICS. 

His entrance into politics was as an elector 
on the Polk and Dallas ticket in 1843. The 
next year he was sent to Congress. He favored 
tne annexation of Texas, and when war was 
declared went into the field in command of 
the First Mississippi Volunteer Rifles. He 
wasavery gallant and able soldier and at 
Buena Vista was seriously wounded. He re- 
turned to Mississipp! in March, 18647. 

President Polk conferred on Mr. Davis the 
title of Brigadier General of Militia for his 
services, but Mr. Davis declined the appint- 
ment, at the same time denying the authority 
of the President to confer such a rank on an 
officer of State Militia. He was a Calhounist, 
a State’s rights advocate even then. 

SENT TO THE SENATE. 

The Mississippi Legisiature sent Mr. Davis 
to the Senate in 1847 to fillan unexpired term 
and returned him in 1850 to serve a full term. 
He resigned soon after this selection to accept 
the nomination of the State’s Rights party for 
Governor and was defeated. 

In 1852 he supported Franklin Pierce for 
President and accepted the War portfolio in 
the Pierce cabinet. He was voted for by a 
number of delegates tothe Chicago Demo- 
cratic Convention in 1858, though not a oandi- 
date for the presidential nomination. 

Throughout his terms in Congress he was 
prominent in all the debates upon the 
slavery question, and was early ac- 
knowledged as a leader among the 
Southern men. He defended the right 
of States to secede from the Union and denied 
that the right of coercion remained in 
the other States. He made aspeech to this 
effect on January 10, 1861, the day following 
the secession of ississippi. When advised 
officially of Mississippi’s secession he re 
signed his seat. 

PRESIDENT OF THE CONFEDRACY. 

Mississippi made him Commander-in-Chief 
of her army, and on February 9, 18681, the 
Provisional Congress at Montgomery made 
him President of the Oonfederate 
States. He advocated and secured 
the removal of the Confederate capital to 
Richmond, Va., and his journey thither was 
one continued ovation. He lived at Richmond 
in the residence of James H. Seddons forthe 
four years ofthe war. He was inaugurated 
President forafull term February 22, 1862, 
and then expressed great faith in the suocess 

of the South. 

During the war he was severely criticised 
by Southern leaders for what were called mis- 
takes of policy. The people seemed never to 
have lost faith in him. es escaped with his 
cabinet from Richmond after the 
withdrawal of Gen. Lee from 
Petersburg, and after conferences 
with generals went South to rejoin his wife. 
He met her at Irwinsville, Ga., and there he 
and his party were captured by Lieut.-Ool. 
Pritebard and a company of cavairy on May 
10, 1865. He was

and an attempt was made to connect him with 
the assassination of Lincoln. This was so 
dificult that in a few monghs after his 
capture he was released on $100,- 
000 dall Wich Hora Greeley as 
principal surety.

FRANK BARADA’S DEATRA. 


The Coroner’s Investigation Fixes the Re- 
sponsibility on Will Jackson. 


The inquest in the case of Frank Barada 
was held in the Coroner’s office at the Four 
Courts this morning. About 8 o’clock Under- 
taker Mitchell removed the body of the de- 
ceased from the house at 713 North Thirteenth 
street to the Morgue. The inquest was com- 
menced at 10 o’clock with the colored woman, 
Mrs. Hiliman-Barada- on the stand. The wit- 
ness was very positive in her 
statements. She showed a marriage 
certificate issued to Frank Barada 
and Sarah Hillman by Rev. Fred Lunce of 
East Carondelet, which bore evidence that the 
two had been married in due form on August 
6, 1887. The document showed the illiteracy 
of the minister and would hardly stand a legal 
scrutiny in a court of justice. Mrs. Barada 
swore positively that her brother, WIll Jack- 
son, cut Barada twice with a Knife on the 
afternoon of Sunday, November 10, without 
provocation or cause. 

WILLIAM AND GEORGE HILLMAN, 
boys of 16 and 14 years, and sons of Mrs. 
Barada by a former marriage, testified 
to the same facts. They were in the front 
room of the house at 713 North Thirteenth 
street on the day on which the cutting took 
place and saw the whole affair. 

Dr. John W. Vaughan, 515 Pine street, said 
he had attended the deceased in his illness 
and with Dr. M. D. Jennings, Franklin ave- 
nue and Sixteenth street, made & post mortem 
examination on the body at the house. He 
also signed the burial certificates which were 
turned over to the colored undertaker, J. E. 
Mitchell. Coroner Frank then proceeded to 

SCORE THE PHYSICIAN 
in a most relentless manner. He said that had 
he been told that a licensed physician of the 
city was so ignorant of the law as to make a 
post-mortem examination on a body in cage of 
a homicide without first notifying and obtain- 
ing the permission of tne Coroner, he would 
have doubted the assertion. Then to issue 
burial certificates made the offense almost 
criminal, and gave the appearance of not 
Ponly countenancing, but abbetting in 
the withholding of the information 
and evidence of a murder. Dr. Vaughan 


excused his offense by pleading’ ignorance. 
He acknowledged knowing that the case was 
one of viotent death but pleaded that. he 
thaught the Coroner would be notified of the 
case though the Health Department when the 
certificates of death were left bythe under- 
taker for approval.

THE CRONIN TRIAL, 


Attorney Hynes Traces the Movements in 
the Alleged Conspiracy. 


OCRHICAGO, Dec. 6.—At the opening of the 
Cronin trial this morning Mr. Hynes resumed 
his address to the jury. He continued his ex- 
amination of the defense of Beggs. He said

**paraliels’’ in old fields, has ended. Wall 
street exigencies and investment nevessities 


stopped it. 
4 CHANGE OF METHODS. 


The construction company’’ bas lost its 
prominence. An almost revolutionary change 
of tactics has come into the Amerivan railway 
world. To-day a new railroad enterprise 
must have rarely exceptional merits 
in it and phenomenal influences 
back of it to get in banking 
circleseven a hearing, much less support.

Satisfied. that such an enter- 
prise is substantial, the company will under- 
write it—wilil pledge its own capital that it 
will be a safe investment. It will assume 
relations to a new railway enterprise just as a 
conservative life insurance company assumes 
relations to a man seeking insurance. 

If found sound and in all essential re- 
spects satisfactory the risk will be assumed 
and a guarantee made of interest upon the 
company’s bonds. Companies operating upon 
this principle abroad have been successfu!. 
One especially important fact in this great 
scheme is that this $100,000,000 capital will 
have to be put into assets in this country. In- 
vestment of such an enormous sum must have 
far-reaching tonic influences upon the Ameri- 
ean investment market. 

MARKS A NEW ERA. 

Some of the big loan and trust companies of 
this city are vested with powers such as this 
new enterprise will use, but none of them has 
availed himself of the opportunities so pro- 
vided.

Vincent de Paul Society with fuel, food and 
medicine for whom no provision of clothing is 
made, to provide suitable attire for all young 
girls who are too poor or whose parents are 
too — 1 to rovide proper clothing 
for them. The Queen's Daughters having 
emanated from the Immaculate Conception 
Home is to establish a training or industrial 
school at the home of the working girls, 
corner Eighth and Marion streets, as soon as 
the funds from dues of membership, contri- 
tions specially designated for the purpose, 
would guarantee the success of the under- 
taking. The sewing schools would supply all 
the young and tractable giris needed for the 
work, and their careful training by efficient 
housekeepers, skillful cooks and good 
sewers, would bring the most desired 
results. At the conclusion of the address the 
Vicar-General introduced Rev. Fatner Coffey, 
who explained clearly and methodically the 
origin and design of the new association. He 
showed the advisability of enlisting the 
sympathies and active co-operation of

SOME HEAVY FINES. 


Police Court Cases Disposed Of by Justice 
Jas. J. Spaulding. 


Justice James J, Spaulding was again on che 
bench in the First District Police Court this 
morning. He has been authorized by Mayor 
Noonan to dispense justice in that tribunal 
until the recovery of Judge Oady. 

Frank Burns and Charies Brown were fined 
$500 each on a plea of guilty to the charge of 
vagrancy. These are the young hoodilums 


arrested at — — Franklin avenue by 
Detective Race and Patrolman St. John, who 
suspected them of being pick-pockets, Their 
actions in the large erowd at that corner were 
peculiar to say the least. No case could be 
made against them for that offense, however, 
and the Police Court was the only resort. 
Both men jsaid they would leave 
the city if allowed to go and Judge mcg ns 
told them to getout. They were given unti 
noon to-day to get over the bridge. 
Emmet Tobin is not the epitome of excel- 
lence. Neither is he an historic example of 
filial love and consideration. On the con- 
trary he appears to be something of a brute, 
and Judge Spaulding has assigned him a pen 
in the Work- house. Tobin was charged 
with disturbing the peace. Ihe prose- 
cuting witness was his father, 
John Tobin. The latter is an 
industrious body, and even in his advanced 
days contributes a pretty. penny to the sup- 
port of his family by walking a beat in the res- 
idence portion of the city in the capacity of a 
private watchman. He says his son won't 
work, and h for years obtained a subsist- 
ence on the fruits of his father’s and his 
brother’s labor. Last night, while the father 
was away on his lonely beat, Tobin went to 
his home, 1128 South Thirteenth street, ana 
effected an entrance. His mother and 
two sisters were at home and he soon 
terrorized them by his foul language and 
brutal demeanor. e wasthere to get some 
**stuff’’ he said, and when the ladies told him 
they had no money about the house, he drew 
a knife and threatened them with death. One 
of the young ladies ran wildly from tne house 
to the street, the brutal brother in close pur- 
suit. But Patrolmen Hill and Campion were 
inthe vicinity. Hearing the screams they 
hastened to the house and placed Tobin un- 
der arrest. The prisoner made np defense 
when the siory was told in court. The old 
father said he thought it would be best if his 
son was put out of the way forawhile.

Holden Gives Some Most En- 
couraging Information About Electric 
Roads—The Experience of Cleveland, O. 
—Dozens of Prominent Citizens Before 
the Council Committee—George D. Capen 
on the Subject. |

AN UNQUALIFIED SUOGCESS. 

In telling of the progress of electric roads in 
Cleveland Mr. Holden said that when the first 
road was started there was some opposition 
to it, but after that one was well in operation 
the people could not get enough of them. 
Now there are five of them in daily operation 
and another being built. It had been found 
there that all property within a quarter of 
a mile from any of the roads had now en- 
hanced in value at least 20 per cent and 
everybody was after property near the car 
lines. On Euclid avenue, the finest street in 
the United States, where there are residences 
costing bundreds of thousands of 
dollars, the road has been an 
ungualified success and all the propeity 
along it was worth more than it was before. 
The Euclid avenue road had been extended 
ten miles out into the country because of the 
great demand for it. Mr. Holden was of the 
opinion that equal enhancements woujd result 
here from the construction of the road. 

Mr. Holden was followed by Messrs. Ritchie, 
McGinnis and others who were equally as en- 
thusiastic on the subject. 

Mr. McGinnis said that he had heard a good 
deal of wild talk about the d er to the lives 
of children and the grave warnings whieh had 
come from certain people.

Paris Exposition Figures. 


From the New York Tribune. 

There come to hand some interesting figures 
relating to the finances of the International 
Exposition at Paris, which give a fairly accu- 
rate idea of the receipts and expenditures of 
that great enterprise. The gross expenses, 
which had been estimated at $8,600,000, were 
actually $8,300,000. The receipts from the 
Credit Foncier Guarantee Fund were $4,300,000; 
from sales of privileges, $400,000; from sales of 
materials of construction (estimated), $200,000; 
from state subsidy, $3,600,000; Paris municipal 
subsidy, $1,400,000. The total receipts there- 
fore were $9,900,000. Deducting from this sum 
the expenses, $8,300,000, there is a remaining 
surplus of $1,600,000, which will be handed 
over to the National Treasury, which had 
guaranteed to make good the deficit if there 
should be any.

Cobb, Michael MeEnnis, H. O. Haarstick and 
several others, called upon Gen. Noble at the 
Lindell Hotel, and requested him to visit the 
Merchants’ Exchange. The Secretary 
of the Interior readily agreed to 
do so, expressing his pleasure 
atthe compliment. Carriages were in walt - 
ing at the ladies’ entrance, and the party was 
driven to the Merchant’s Exchange. 

NOBLE'’S ADDRESS. 

After spending a few moments in the Secre- 
tary’s office, President Cox escorted 
Gen. Noble to the rostrum. A large concourse 
had assembled to welcome him, and 


the floor was packed with members of the Ex- 
change and others. President Cox ina few 
words introduced Gen. Noble, the latter then 
stepping to the front. 

As most of you remember,’’ Gen. Noble 
said, 1 left St. Louis not many months 
ago in response to a call from our good 
President. Befora that time I was one of the 
citizens of St. Louis and only left my chosen 
home in response to the call of the 1 
as I did in 1861. I come back here to-day as 
simple citizen.

ness of this great department lies west of the 
Mississippi, in a district of which 8t. Louis, 
the metropolis of the Mississippi Valley, 
is the center. It m 
to administer the 
department in the manner most beneficial to 
the country, and from the nature of things 
this must Denefit St. Louis in an especial de- 

ree. No only does the Interior Department 

ave to take charge of and administer the 
immense and complicated land interests 
of the government, but it also has 
confided to ite care the Indian Bureau, the 
railroads, the different surveys, the census 
that is to be taken next year. the Bureau. of 
Education and many other important affairs. 
That department has to administer the affairs 
of thegeasion Bureau liberally and legally. 
Of ail its varied duties some are 
common to the entire country, but 
all concern the Mississippi Valley, and a very 
large proportion of its business lies almost ex- 
clusively in the West, of which St. Louis is

PRACTICAL FEDERATION. 


The Knights of Labor and the Farmers and 
Laborers’ Union Jein Hands.

The various farmers’ bodies have agreed 
upon a plan of consolidation which will, as 
soon as the necessary references can be had 
tothe various State organizations, result in 
bringing about an absolute union in one 
body. It is probable that in time the knights 
will also join the farmers in actual union. In 
the meantime the leaders of both bodies are 
entirely satisfied with the practical federation 
now consummated,

THE LOOPHOLES. 

Mr Dierkes had omitted a fact which every 
lawyer should know was necessary and if the 
omission was an accident it was a palpable 
blunder. 

THE WARRANT FAILED TO STATE IN 
WHAT MANNER THE ADVERTISEMENT 
WAS PRINTED AND DID NOT MENTION 
THt NAME OF THE SHEET IN WHICH IT 
APPEARED. 

Judging from the warrant it might have 
Been printed on hand-bills or postal cards or 
anything else, butthe information failed to 
state wbere it appeared. 

THE OMISSION WAS FATAL. 

Two pseudo editors bave been arrested on 
Mr. Dierkes’ warrants and both have been 
discharged because. the warrants were not 


properly drawn. 

The refusal of the police todo anything is 
bad enough, but the police are inno worse 
position than the court officials.

Local Names Mentioned for the United 
States Circuit Judgeship. 


Circuit Judge D. J. Brewer, having bees 
elevated to the Supreme Court, the question 
as to who his succesor will be is being dis- 
cussed about all the federt buildings in nine 
States and no where more than in 5t. 
Louls. It is believed that several St. Louis men 


will be considered for the vacant judgeship 
and one of them may be appointed, Judge 
Thayer of the District Court was the first of 
these to be Mentioned, and while his appoint- 
ment would be satisfactory tothe bar the 
fact that he is a Democrat seems to be in the 
minds of his friends on both sides 
of the political fence an unsur- 
mountable bar.

A PREJUDICED PEOPLE. 


ACHANGE OF VENUE CAN BE HAD FOR THE 
MERE ASKING. 


The Amended Laws As to Special Juries 
and Change of Venues Ignores the Dis- 
cretionary Power of the Courts—Judge 
Withrow’s Decision—Constable Murphy's 
Wife Secures a Divorce—Other Divorce 
Suits. 


Last Monday a special jury was called in 
Judge Withrow’s court to try the damage suit 
of William Sicher against the Union Depot 
Railroad Co. Sicher had been injured in 
a collision between a street car and 
‘a buggy and he wanted $15,000 dam- 
ages. Fearing they could not obtain 
justice at the hands of a common jury the de- 
fendants asked for a special jury or a venire 
of men of more than ordinary intelligence. It 
is the rule in selecting such juries to get men 
who have been successful in business or hold 
positions in offices, and according to verdicts 
recently rendered by such juries they seem 
to be prejudiced against damage suits 
brought jagainst corporations, wulle 
common juries, composed mostly 
if the working class have no sympathy for a 
corporation. Previous to the last meeting of 
the Legislature there had been a law allowing 
the summoning of a special jury by either 
plalntiff or defendant, but the granting of 
such request was left to the desoretion of the 
judge before whom the case was to be 
tried. Unless good cause was shown 


for summoning a special jury the 
Judge would refuse to issue a call fora special 
jury, and hence 1 few were summoned. 
As common juries almost invariably mulcted 
a corporation, particularly railroads, lobby- 
ists were set upon the gisiature witb an 
amendment to this law, which was passed with- 
out comment or public notice. he amend- 
ment takes the discretionary power from 
the Judge and allows the summoning ofa 
special jury on the simple request of either 
party tothe suit. The section is as follows: 

Sec. 6089—Special venire—Either party to a 
cause — in the Circuit Court, or Court 
of Common Pleas, or Criminal Court of any 
county or city, and triable by a „„ shall de 
entitled, as of course, to an or special 
venire or motion made ancien, three days 
before that on which the case is set for trial; 
but the cost of such 6 1 jury shall be paid 
by the party so ap plying irrespective of the 
result, unless the ge presiding at the trial 
shall, at the close thereof, or within two 
days err certify that the case was 
one for the trial of which a 
special’ jury should have been ordered, 
in which case the costs of the special jury 
shall be taxed as other costs against the 
losing party. This section shall apply to 
cities having over three hundred thousand 
inhabitants ss * as to all other parts of 
the State. R. 8., 

This *. it's said works an Injury 
to the plaintiff in a damage suit, as it is im- 
possible to select thirty-five men, most of 
them favored employes of a  cpr- 

oration who would not be biased 
or corporations in damage suits. 
Last Wednesday when the case was set for 
trial and the jury sat ready to hear the case, 
Dickson & Smith, attorneya for William Sicher, 
surprised the court by filing an affidavit to the 
effect that onlya few moments before they 
had learned that the Union Depot Railroad 
Co. had an undue influence over the minds 
of the inhabitants of St. Louis, and that such 
influence isso great the plaintiff cannot have 
a tair trial in said city of St. Louis, therefore a 
change of venue is asked to some court within 
the State of Missouri.“ 

Judge Withrow entertained the motion and 
this morning delivered an opinion, the tenor 
of which shows how he looks upon this 
method of litigation. It is as follows: 

„„An application has been made kor 
a change of venue in this case on 
the ground that laintiff believes the 
defendant, the nion Railroad Co, 
its officers and servants have an undue Infiu- 
ence over the minds of the inhabitants of said 
city of St. Louis, and that said influence is so 
great that 1 — cannot have a fair trial in 
said city. Under a recent decision of the 
Supreme Court of this State, the only questian 
left for me to determine is, whether the ap- 
plication is sufficient.
